TERRIBLE SCENES 


ON LINE OF RETREAT. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED } 


T. PETERSBURG, Sept. 10, 1:60 
seems to be definitely es- 

tablished that Field Marshal Oya 
me's ured troops Wed: osday aban- 
doned the attempt to head off Gen. 
Kouropatkin, whose army has arrived 
safely at Mukden after frightful expe- 
riences, floundering through mud and 
mire over the Mandarin road. 

Some description of the scenes 
along the line of retreat are a)most in- 
credible. They tell how the men lay 
down in the mud and slept in a drench- 
ing rain. 

It is evident that the last determined 
effort of the Japanese to bring Kouro- 
patkin to bay was made Tuesday, but 
the Russian Commander-in-Chief faced 
about and.two corps with artillery beat 
off the Japanese, while the emainder 
of the troops continued to march to 
Mukden. After that, the Japanese 
could only hang onto the flanks and 
try to shell the retreating columns 
from the hills. The outposts are still 
in contact, but they are not even ex- 
changing shots. 

A late dispatch sent tonight from 
Mukden describes the horrible plight 
of the tentless and shelterless_ sol- 
diers. 

STATEMENT OF LOSSES. 

The detailed statement of the Rus- 
sian losses which, it is promised, will 
be issued Saturday, ts awaited with 
intense interest. The general expecta- 
tion is that the losses will approxi- 
mate 20,000, as against 6 tes for the 
Japanese 

The work of burying ah dead was 
left to the Japanese, who were forced 
to attempt the task as a matter of self- 
preservation, but it was an almost im- 
possible undertaking. The awful 
rains have handicapped the work of 
cremation, on which the Japanese re- 
lied, and only shallow trench burials 
were possible in many cases. Not 
only is such burial one of great diffi- 
culty, buc it is almost valueless from a 
sanitary point of view, the storms un- 
doing it soon after it is accomplished. 

The care of the wounded has taxed 
the hospitals to the utmost. One cor- 
respondent says that 12,000 wounded 
had passed through Mukden hospitals 
up to Monday and only the most severe 
éases could be attended by the nrses 
and surgeons. Many, therefore, had to 
be left to the rough but well-meant 
care_of their comrades. 

Now that the battle of Liao Yang 
is history, officers of the General Staff 
are more disposed to discuss some of 
the circumstances of the fight, although 
they lack specific confirmation, making 
it impossible for them to speak author- 
itatively on many points. 

SIZE OF OPPOSING ARMIES. 

Gen. Kouropatkin’s army at Liao 
Yang consisted of twenty battalions of 
infantry, 147 equadrons of cavalry and 
700 guns, approximately 108,000 bay- 
onets, 15,000 sabres and 10,000 gun- 
ners. 

Portions of two European corps and 
one Siberian corps had been left at 
Mukden and a number of these _ re- 
serves were brought into the fight. 

The size of the Japanese army has 
not been definitely established, but its 
fighting force is supposed to 
have had a superiority in numbers of 
from 50.000 to 60,000 men and a con- 
siderable superiority in artillery. 

One of the advantages possessed by 
Field Margbal Qyama, according . jo 


Russian experts, consisted in the great- 
er elasticity in movemént and in han- 
dling on accermt of the separation of 
the respective armies of Gens. Kuroki, 
Oku and Nodzu. 

Gen. Kouropatkin, very late, also in- 
troduced the same system after a fash- 


jon, when he created the eastern and 


southern armies under the respective 
commands of Generals Ivanoff and Za- 
roubaieff, but these armies had -not 
been acting independently for months. 
while the Japanese armies had been 
acting separately. 

SWAPPED HORSES MIDSTREAM. 

On his arrival at the seat of war 
Lieut.-Gen. Bildering of the Seven- 
teenth Army (Corps took over the com- 
mand of Gen. Ivanoff who, though a 
seasoned and tried commander, fa- 
miliar with his men, with the field of 
battle and with the tactics of the Ja- 
panese, had to give way to a man older 
in years, but possessing none of these 
advantages. The change in command- 
ers at such a critical time is regarded 
as extremely unfortunate. 

Although it is admitted that the east- 
ern army had to face Kuroki, who had 
earned a reputation as the most skill- 
ful of the Japanese leaders, the poor 
showing it made in comparison with 
the southern army, perhaps not alto- 
gether unjustifiably might be attributed 
to this change of commanders, and the 


| battle might have been won if Bilder- 


ing had been able to duplicate in the 
east the splendid stand which the 
southern army made against Oku and 
Nodzu. 

COMPARED TO NAPOLEON. 

But Bildering was twice repulsed. 
It was the second repulse by theWap- 
anese forces on the heights of Yentai 
which induced Kouropatkin to order 
a retreat and there are officers of the 
General Staff who believe that this 
order was precipitate, holding that if 
Aouropatkin had followed up the 
offensive September 2, leaving to 
Stakelberg, who arrived at Yentai 
mines in time to support Orloff, the 
blocking of the sweeping movement, 
the day might have been saved. . 

These officers are inclined to believe 
that, like Napoleon and some others 
of the world’s greatest generals, 
Kouropatkin suffered a temporary 
eclipse of judgment in recalling the 
army corps which he had launched 
against Kuroki and in ordering a re- 
treat. As it was, they declare, Kouro- 
patkin’s skill reasserted itself anda 
shone brightest in_the hour of ap- 
parent disaster when, massing his 
armies along the branch railroad at 
Yentai, he held the Japanese in check 
long enough to enable the south force 
to pass him and escape northward. 

The subsequent retreat of the Rus- 
sian army over the terrible -roads 
harassed by the determined foe, is re- 
garded as a brilliant feat by all, but 
it is undeniable that Kouropatkin has 
disappointed many of his old admir- 
ers, who are unable to forgive the de- 
feat and now recall! that Kouropatkin’s 
reputation was made as a chief of 
Skobeleff’s staff and not as a leader 
of the army. 

They know how carefully the posi- 
tion at Liao Yang was prepared and 
they had been assured that if Kouro- 
patkin accepted battle there he woula 
achieve victory. Instead, they say, 
regretfully, he was outflanked and 
qui generaled,

DESICCATED FRUITS. 


Prussia and Saxony Issue Decrees of 
interest to the Fruit Shippers of 
the United States. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES | 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Department of Agri- 
culture today issued the following no- 

tice: 

“The governments of Prussia and 
Saxony, in order to unify the practices 
of inspectors of desiccated fruits, have 
issued decrees fixing the limit of sul- 
phurous acid in desiccated fruits at .125 
per cent. The exporters of such prod- 
ucts from the United States are asked 
to take notice of this regulation and 


to | 


refrain from sending to. the countries 
named desiccated fruits containing an 
amount of sulphurous acid in excess 
of that mentioned above. 

“By authority of Congress, the De- 
partment of Agriculture will inspect 
carvoes of desiccated fruits intended 
for exportation, free of charge to ex- 
porters who may soqnent such inspec- 
tion. 

“On application to the Bureau of 
Chemistry, all necessary blanks will 
be sent. Exporters are urged, in order 
to avoid refusal or confiscation by oth- 
er countries, to avail themselves of this 
opportunity to ascertain before ship- 
ment the pércentage of sulphurous 
acid contained In the goods intended to 
be exported.”

Taking Ben Lomond 
Mountain as the apex of a triangle, 
the fire has extended west and south 
in the Big Creek region as far as the 
plant of the Big Creek Power Com- 
pany, where it is now under control. 

According to the clearest reports, 
the flarnes which swept down San Vi- 
cente Gulch jumped the creek and 
have spread as far as Majors Creek, 
about four miles up the coast. Every 
effort is being made to hold the fire 
there. The loss cannot be estimated 
at present. 

A report from Boulder Creek states 
that the fire is burning fiercely on 
both sides of the stream, and fear is 
entertained that the flames will come 
down the ridge back of the Boulder 
Creek House, in which event the town 
of Boulder Creek will be in great peril. 
Heroic efforts are being made at this 
time to check the flames, but the situ- 
ation has a serious look. The citizens 
of Boulder Creek are very much ex- 
cited over the situation, and there is 
talk of sending to San José for a fire 
engine. 

The fire at the Big Basin is, so far, 
confined to the ridge overlooking the 
State Park, and, as there are several 
hundred men fighting the flames, hopes 
are entertained that the fire may be 
held where it is. 

Above the Bloom grade, several set- 
tlers have been burned out, including 
tellamy, Hays and Foster, the latter 
having recently erected a new house. 
There have been many narrow escapes 
in this section. The fire on Bear Creek 
at the summit is still burning fiercely, 
and it is feared that everyone in the 
neighborhood has been cleaned out. 
The Sequola schoolhouse is in ashes.

"ROUND THE BELT. 


New Trolley Service Started Yesterday 
Morning, and All Parts of City 
Available to Patrons. 


A rumble, joyous to residents along 
the route of the Belt Line railroad was 
heard at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing when cars were put in regular serv- 
ice for the first time. A large force of 
men was put to work after dark last 
night, putting in the section of track 
on Hill street between Third and First 
streets, and on First between Hill and 
Broadway. The work on the paved 
section of Hill street was held up by 
the Street Superintendent until the new 
pavement had been accepted by the city, 
but there is no impediment to the prog- 
ress of tracklaying on First street and 
between First and Second on HIIL 

At present the Belt Line cars running 
from the interesection of Belmont ave- 
nue and Temple street are operating 
to Fifth and Hill. At this point, it is 
understvod, transfers are to be given to 
cars on what was formerly the Trac- 
tion line, thus carrying patrons to the 
Westiake district, West Adams street 
ard to Boyle Heights. 

Work on this portion of the Belt Line 
has been in progress since August 1, be- 
ing held up by the necessity of a change 
of right of way over privace ground, 
which has been split up, to Columbia 
avenue, where a fill of two viocks was 
made. The section opened yesterday ig 
double-tracked throughout, and for the 
present a nine-minute service is in 
schedule. This service will be increaged 
as traffic demands. 

Patrons of the Pacific Electric living 
on Angelefio Heights are gratified over 
the institution of a ten-minute service 
to the city. and the completion of the 
Belt line will now give them transfer 
privileges to practically all parts of the 
city.

It is in the nature of 
a brief presented to the citizens of 
Los Angeles as jurors, and is a strong 
Statement of the case. 

At one of the recent mass meetings 
of the ranchmen held at Burbank, the 
address was read, and the Executive 
Committee was directed to have it 
published.’ The address foliows: 

To the Citizens of Los Angeles: 

We, the residents of the Ban Fer- 
nando Valley, wish to lay before you 
our statement in regard to the blanket 
injunction filed by the city authorities 
against us. We do this because we 
believe that every fair-minded person 
needs only to have his attention called 
to the facts in order to be convinced | 
that the city of Los Angeles is making — 
@ grave mistake. By this blanket in- 
junction the city officials expect to pre- 
vent us from pumping water from 
wells on our own farms. They lay 
claim as follows: 

First—That all the water in the val- 
ley, under the surface or above, from 
mountain range to mountain range, 
is a part of the Los Angeles River. 

Second—The waters of this river 
were given to the pueblo of Los An- 
geles by an old Spanish grant. 

They find the city is getting short 
of water. They believe that the water 
we ranchers of the San Fernando Val- 
ley are pumping, might, if let alone, 
fow into the river and increase the 
city supply. 

We feel more deeply than we can ex- 
| press to you that a terrible injustice 
\has been done us in the commence- 
ment of this suit. We have been liv- 
ing here, some of us ten, fifteen or 
twenty years. We have been pumping 
water on our lands to raise crops, 
supporting our families in this way to 
‘the best of our ability, all these years. 

If the subterranean streams in our 
land from which we draw our supply 
of water are really part of the Los An- 
geles River, as claimed by the city, 
why was not this claim a matter of 
record?

This structure will be built by the 
Bilicke-Rowan Fireproof Hotel Build- 
ing Company, and. it is estimated to 
cost at least $800,000. It will be of the 
Spanish Renaissance style of archi- 
tecture, and the plans prepared by 
Architect John Parkinson show a mas- 
sive block which has no counterpart on 
the Coast in severa) particulars. 

The hotel will be eight stories, and 
will contain 300 rooms. The main part 
of the building will be 120x161 fect, and 
the annex, extending westward on 


Fifth street, wil] be 42x100 feet, six 
stories high.

A grand lobby, the largest outside of 
the Palace Hotel at San Francisco, will 
be a notable feature of the new Los 
Angeles hosteiry. It will be 4 feet 
wide and 120 feet deep, and will be 
wWainscoted up 6 feet with polished 
marble. A ladies’ balcony will_be a 
distinctive part of this grand lobby, 
situated between the ground fioor and 
the pergola. 

At the end of every corridor in the 
building there are to be fireproof iron 
stairways, and every precaution is to 
be taken to make the building in reality 
an absolutely fireproof structure. 

The excavation for the hotel is in 
progress at Fifth and Spring streets, 
and will be completed in probably six 
weeks.

N UNLUCKY COMPARISON. 
Judge Parker entered upon dan- 
gerous ground when, in his speech 
before the 200 Democratic editors 
whom he entertained at Esopus on 
Thursday, he ventured upon a com- 
parison of the two Cleveland admin- 
istrations with the administrations of 
McKinley and Roosevelt. The com- 
parison was unfortunate ‘only for 
Judge Parker and his supporters. Re- 
publicans will gladly welcome all com- 
parisons of this kind, knowing well 
that they cannot be otherwise than to 

their own advantage, politieally. 

Challenging the declaration of the 
Republican platform, to the effect that 
the Republican party “has displayed 
a high capacity for rule and govern- 
ment, which has been made even 
more conspicuous by the incapacity 
and infirmity of purpose shown by 
its opponents,” Judge Parker said: 

“Fortunately, we have eight recent 
fears of Democratic administration of 
the Executive Department of the gov- 
ernment which we will gladly com- 
pare with any similar period since 
1860. The comparison will show that 
ander Democratic control, the admin- 
istrative purity of the fathers was ob- 
served in the conduct of the govern- 
ment; that no one of its departments 
was permeated, as of jate, with cor- 
ruption rivaling the days of the Star 
Route frauds; that a successful effort 
was made to check the growth of ex- 
penditures, that it resulted in eacb in- 
ttance in cutting down the expenses 
within control of the Executive ve- 
partment of the government below the 
preceding administrations. The com- 
parisor will show also, that each suc- 
seeding Republican administration 
after 1868 increased expenses, and in 
tome instances so greatly as to create 
reckless extravagance and waste of 
the money. 

“During Mr. Cleveland's first term, 
the average annual expenditure was 
thout two hundred and sixty-nine mil- 
ions. For the past three years it has 
been about five hundred and nineteen 
millions. The governmental expendi- 
last year mounted up to five 
hundred and _  eighty-two millions, 
which is not equaled by any year 
tince the Civil War, with the excep- 
tion of the year of the Spanish war. 
There is an inevitable result to such 
*xtravagance. Instead of a surplus in 
the annua! receipts of about eighty 
millions, which the present Executive 
found on assuming contro], there is 
now a deficit to be found there of 
forty-two millions.”’ 

it is not necessary to go minutely 
mto the details of this subject to show 
the insincerity of Judge Parker’s 
ttatements and the falsity of some of 
his conclusions. The comparison 
which he invites will show that under 
the Cleveland régime the expenses of 
the government were reduced at the 

_Sost of efficiency and at the sacrifice 
of real economy. There were no con- 
tricuous instances of corruption under 
the Cleveland administrations (unless 
ths unwise bond deal with the Mor- 
zan syndicate may be called such.) 
Neither have there been conspicuous 
rases of corruption under Republican 
rule. There have been some irregu- 
ilarities in the Postal Department, but 


the guilty ones have been  appre- 
hended and punished according to 
their deserts.

to make them a campaign issue is as 
petty as it will be futile. 

For years and years the one cry of 
the Democratic campaign has been 
“eut down government expenses.”

Judge Parker boasts that each of 
the Cleveland administrations  suc-

th's is not the crucial test of good 
Judge Parker conven- 
ently forgot to mention the fact that 


>the last Cleveland administration left 


‘o the country a legacy of debt aggre- 
gating nearly $300,000,000, which the 


paid by its successors. And Judge 
Parker has the supreme effrontery to 
charge the Republicans with “reckless 
extravagance and waste of the people's 
money,” when so considerable a part 
of the alleged “extravagance” was due 
to the paying of the debts incurred 
through Democratic “economy.” 

“During Mr. Cleveland's first term,” 
says Judge Parker, “the average an- 
nual expenditure was about $269,000,- 
000. For the past three years it has 
been about $519,000,000." Judge Par- 
ker seems to be unaware that the 
United States of America. is growing 
In population and in development, ana 
that such growth and development 
inevitably cal] for increased expendi- 
tures. The first Cleveland adminis- 
tration, by which Judge Parker seems 
to set so great store, began about 
twenty years ago. The United States 
of today is not the United States of 
twenty years ago. Its reasonable and 
unavoidable expenses are necessarily 
much greater than they were twenty 
years ago, in the Postal Department, 
in the army and navy, in the judi- 
clary and executive branches—and, in 
fact, in all departments of the gov- 
ernment service. Expenditures since 
the outbreak of the Spanish war have 
been higher than before, for obvious 
reasons, and we are still bearing some 
of the burdens of that war. 

Judge Parker is guilty of a piece of 
cheap demagogy when he says that 
“instead of a surplus in the annual 
receipts of about eighty millions, 
which the present Executive found on 
assuming control, there is now a def- 
icit to be found there of forty-two 
millions.” It is well known that this 
deficit of $42,000,000 is apparent rather 
than real, being “ue to the payment 
of $50,000,000 on account of the Pan- 
ama Canal and to the loan of $5,(00,- 
iin) to the Louisiana Purchase kxpo- 
sition—both of which measures passed 
Congress by the aid of Democratic 
votes, If these two measures had not 
been passed, the finances of the gov- 
ernment, at the end of the fiscal year, 
would have shown a surplus of about 
$13,000,000. 

Th: Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident, if he advocates a return to the 
conditions which existed under the 
Cleveland administrations—and  es- 
pecially under the last one—wil!l soon 
find that he is not advocating a very 
popular cause. The people have good 
memories, and Judge Parker's re- 
minders of the Coxey army days are 
not likely to cause anybody to desire 
a return to the conditions then exist- 
ing. 


RT ARTHUR AND ITS STAND. 

The fal] of Port Arthur is one of 
those events wherein expectation out- 
runs achievement. Only the military 
mind can rightly estimate the difi- 
culties which attend the reduction of 
such a fortified position as is_ this, 
entirely ringed with defensive works 
which are the highest and latest ex- 
pression of the military art, and de- 
fended by men who have enough con- 
tempt for death to constitute them 
opponents of the most formidable de- 
scription. Of the estimates of the 
loss of life which have already at- 
tended the Japanese assaults we can 
afford to be somewhat wary, in the 
absence of the official returns, which 
alone are entitled to credence. Noth- 
ing can be more deceptive than un- 
official computations of the results of 
rife and artillery fire, and only the 
rol! call discloses the true state of af- 
fairs. 

However premature may be the 
forecasts of the reduction of Port Ar- 
thur, it seems probable that the end 
cannot be long delayed; though sal- 
vation is yet among the possibilities. 
The number of its assailants is very 
large, and the road for reinforcements 
is open, while the limited forces of 
the defenders are severed from all 
chance of aid. It must, moreover, be 
remembered that the most real and 
ths most deadly assaults are not those 
o* the Japanese soldiers, but the far 
more dangerous attacks of weariness 
and exhaustion. The most perfect of 
material and mechanica) defenses are 
without much value if the men be- 
hind them are nerveless from inces- 
sant vigilance and from a bombard- 
ment which is practically contfnuous. 
The Japanese commanders know this 
well, and if the final assault is de- 
layed it is only that the forces of

IMPORTANT CAPTURES MADE AT 
SAN BERNARDINO. 


Many Recent Burglaries Explained 
by Discovery of Booty—Fraud Al- 
leged in Mining Suit—Santa Fe 
Shopmen Organize—Power Com- 
panies Compromise. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 9.—City 
Marshal Shay and his officers made an 
important capture this morning, iand- 
ing behind the bars the leader of a 
gang of burglars who have been oper- 
ating in this section for the past month, 
and recovering a great stack of plunder.
